London, August 4.— The Government 
is in receipt of information that General 
Gt'enfoll, commanding the British and 
Egyptian forces in Egypt, attacked the 
Dervishes nearTeski on Saturday morn 
ing. and alter u terrific tltoiigh san- 
guinary engagement, routed them com- 
pletely. Wad-cl N-Jumi, leader of tin 
Dervishes, and twelve emirs, were 
killed. The Dervishes lost 1200 killed 
and wounded. The Egyptian loss was 
small. Gunboats are pursuing the rem- 
nant of the Dervish force. 

DETAILS of THE BATTLE. 

England is drawing a long breath of 
relief to-day after the news of the com- 
plete rout of her enemies in Egypt on 
the hanks of the Nile early yesterday 
morning. Further details of the battle 
received here to-day describe it aa u 
scene of revolting slaughter, such as 
could scarcely occur where both com 
batauts are civilized soldiers. Not 
does the responsibility for the butchery 
rest on the English troops and their 
Egyptian allies. Long after the fate, ot' 
the day had been decided, after all hope 
of recovering their lost ground must, 
have been abandoned by the fanatical 
Dervishes, they continued to hurl them 
selves upon their foes, only to be morel- 
lessly mowed down. They refused all 
quarfer and gave none; but with 
a grim determination that knew but 
two issues to a light --" Victory 01 
death." They fought as bravely and 
stubbornly, when the deadly lire of 
their enemies had cut great swathes in 
their ranks and when their every imm- 
inent wu.s hampered by the piled up 
bodies of their own dead, as when al 
first, with un unbroken front aud con 
lidentof victory, they faced their foes. 
It was while leading the scattered 
remnants of hia brave warriors on this 
forlorn hope that the Dervish leader, 

WAD-EL-N-JOMI, PELL, 
pierced by a bullet in his brain. His 
followers, nothing daunted by his fate, 
dashed themselves over aud over again 
upon the pitiless ami unbroken line of 
rifle barrels in front of them, 
and kept up the light long 
after every vestige of organization 
among thein had been destroyed, and 
when nothing was loft the scattered 
fanatics but to sell their lives aa dearly 
as possible So it followed that fulh 
one-half of the invader's force was lefl 
dead upon the lield. The small number 
of lighting men which Wad-el-N-Juini 
brought into the engagement is a com 
plete surprise. All estimates hereto 
fore credited him with an available force 
of no less than 0,000 men, while it turn- 
out that he could not anytime have bio! 
more than half that number. The 
whole dervish force is now completely 
wiped out, and all Immediate danger ol 
an invasion from that quarter is at an 
end.

Si'okank Falls, Aug. 4. — The en- 
tire business portion of tho city, cover- 
ing nearly forty blocks, was destroyed 
by tire to-night. Tho fire broke out at 
(i p.m., in a frame block near tho North- 
ern Pacific depot. Tho water pressure 
was voiy weak, and tho fire spread 
rapidly, sweeping the entire block in 
less than half an hour. A high wind 
sprang up soon niter the fire started, 
tilling the- air with burning timbers ami 
starting fires in several adjacent blocks. 
Tho Pacific Hotel was the first valuable 
building to succumb. Adjoining it was 
the Rubs House, a large frame hotel, 
which burned like tinder. Tho fire 
communicated to the Northern Pacific 
passenger and freight depots, burning 
thorn to tho ground. The Northern 
Pacific Railroad s loss is variously esti- 
mated. Tho loss, including freight in the 
warehouse, is estimated at about$l,000,-' 
(ion. The wind increased in violence and 
shifted in all di teet ions, creating a 
whirlwind of llanies. It was then evi- 
dent that the city was doomed and the 
people became panic-stricken. 

The firemen lost all control over tho 
mud demon. The Mayor ordered build- 
ings to be blown up wilb giant powder. 
About a dozen huge buildings and other 
small ones were blown up. Every buai- 
tiuss house in the city is gone, including 
eight hanks, all the hotels hut one, all 
tint magnificent structures except tho 
Crescent block. "Every newspaper in 
the city wus burned out except the Re- 
s low. 

THE BURNT DISTRICT. 
The burnt district includes nil that 
purl of the city from tho Northern Pu- 
cilic Railroad to the rivor, and from 
Lincoln to Washington streets, embrac- 
ing over thirty blocks. The lire ex- 
hausted itself at the river for lack of 
material to burn. All the flour and 
lumber mills wore saved; 

LOSS THIRTY TO I'll TV MILLIONS. 

It is impossible to i slimutc the loss 
at this hour, but il is put all tho way 
from thirty to fiicj millions. 

Charles Davis, sleeping in tho Arl- 
ington, was awakened by the flames 
bursting through the window. He 
leapeil from a third-story window, 
and was shockingly mangled and ter- 
ribly burned. Ho is now reported. dead, 
A woman leaped from the second story 
of tho Pacific hotel and is believed to 
have been fatally injured. A man 
jumped from the second story of tin- 
opera bouse block, and several bones 
A'ere broken. An unknown mun was 
shot by an exploding cartridge, and is 
supposed to be dead.

Whatever 
other advantages which Victoria is to 
reap from the construction of the road 
will be incidental to this saving of time 
in making the journey to and from the 
continent. They may be man) 
or they may bo few, but whatever may 
be their number, they all depend upon 
the speed with which the passage will 
be made. 

One would think ' that under these 
circumstances the Corporation would 
make it a condition that the saving ul 
time promised will be made. If it will 
take as long, or nearly us long, to make 
the trip between Vancouver and Vic- 
toria by the projected railway that it 
doea now by the boat, or by faster and 
better boats that may be built, the 
$625,000 which the promoters of the 
Saanich and Westminster ask for will 
be simply thrown away. A very large 
debt will bo incurred, and no advant- 
age will be gained. But the reader 
will peruse the bye-laws in vain to find 
any guarantee that the time taken to 
reach Vancouver by the railway will be 
one minute lues than is now taken by 
the bouts. The citizens are asked to 
vote for the very large sums blindly — 
to depend implicitly on the word of the 
promoters that what they promise will 
be performed. If they grant the money 
which the promoters ask, and it turns 
out that tho passage by railroad and 
ferry is quite as long as the passage by 
boat alone, the citizens will 
have no remedy. They will be 
simply sold. They will have 
spent their money in trying a very ex- 
pensive experiment, und if tho experi- 
ment fails they will be in the same po- 
sition with respect to communication 
with the Mainland as they aro in now, 
and they will have iu addition a further 
lial tyof $625,000. The bye-laws do 
not o< Ac that the Railway Company 
shall foit one single dollar if tin 
main j joct for which tho road is to be 
buil' tud tho ferry established is not 
attained. The promoters are clever 
enough to bind the city, while they 
keep themselves free, 

Who has guaranteed that one single 
hour will be gained by tho construction 
of the Victoria, Saanicli and New West- 
minster Road ; that the delays will be 
less frequent, or that risks will be fewer ! 
The citizens of Vietriri.i arc asked to givo 
$625,000 on' the bare promise that time 

will be saved m the passage to and from 
the Mainland, without evicting the 
slightest .security that they will get 
what they pay for an heavily. This 
appears to us worse than a child's bar- 
gain. When men pay a large sum for 
an article or an advantage they take 
tonne, means of securing whit they buy, 
or of getting reimbursed if tho seller: 
fails to fultil hi- contract, but iu this 
bargain tho money is to be handed over 
and no provision whatever inado for 
failure. 

This is, in our opinion, quite enough to 
condemn the by-law s in the eyes of all 
prudent men. We believe that better 
results can .be attained tlwiu those pro- 
mined by the promoters of the Victoria, 
Saauich hu<1 Wostmiuster railway at 

very much less cost to the ratepayers ol 
the city, but even if there was no alter- 
native plan wc think it would bo impru- 
dent in tho extreme to vote tho Com- 
pany tho money they ask on tho mere 
chnnce of the scheme producing the it 
suits which tho promoters sty they c 
pcot. The ratepayers should not l*u 
asked to incur any risk in the mat tar. 



too, that tho Corporation have taken no 
measures at all to conserve the interests 
of thu ratepayers. They have not asked 
for a cash deposit, they have inado no 
stipulation as to the time of the com- 
mencement or thu time of completion of 
the road. They have not required tho 
Company to spend a given sum in con- 
struction each year. In fact they have 
not bound theCompany to do anything 
that the Dominion Railway Act does 
not require. The Company is subject 
to the provisions of the Dominion Kail- 
way Act of 188S, which requires them 
to expend fifteen per cent, of the 
capital stock within t wo years, and to 
complete the road within seven; but as 
far as the Corporation is concerned, 
tliey have placed no restrictions upon 
the Company and they have exacted no 
guarantee. They do not oven provide 
that the books of the Company shall be 
audited by an accountant appointed by 
the city. It is true that the Mayor is, 
by the Dominion Act, one of the direc- 
tors of the Company, but the law never 
contemplated that a Mayor, who is a 
promoter of the Company, should re- 
present the Corporation on the director- 
mo. Nothing can be more improper than 
this. Common sense requires that the 
director who represents the city should 
have no personal interest in the rail- 
road. It certainly looks singular to seo 
the name of tho Mayor of the city iu the 
first paragraph of the bye-law as a mem- 
ber of a company, which, in its second 
paragraph is represented as applying 
to the Corporation for aid. "John 
Grant, Esq.. M.P.P., member of the 
Victoria, Saanicli, and New Westmin- 
ster Railway Company, asking aid of John 
Grant, Esq., Mayor of Victoria, to build 
the railway in which ho has so great an 
interest is rather a singular spectacle. 
Mr. Grant, tin Mayor, is not likely to 
he disposed to be very exacting when 
Mr. Grant, the railway projector, ap- 
plies to him for hell). Mr. Grant, the 
Mayor, would not be disposed toscauvery 
critically the bye-law which Mr. Grant, 
the projector, was interested in having 
is favorable to his company as possible. 
Mr. Mayor Grant would hardly be ex- 
pected to suggest conditions which Mr. 
Director Grant would find it inconve- 
nient to carry out. Mr. Grant may not 
violate the law when he holds the dual 
position, but the duties and interests of 
the two positions are so diverse and in- 
consistent that it is impossible for him 
to bo zealous in promoting the railway 
ind faithful to the ratepayers of the 
city at the same time. Mr. Grant does 
lot, we think, do himself justice to re- 
nain in so difficult and so equivocal a 
position, We have tho best warrant for 
laying that no man can serve two mas 
ters — or two corporations— when they 
have business relations with each other. 

No one can study tho by-laws 
ind not be struck with the 
;hild - like confidence which the 
Board of Aldermen have, not, only in 
the railroad and ferry scheme, but in 
the promoters of the Victoria, Saanich 
aid New Westminster Railway. The 
eader of those by-laws must coinu to 
'.he conclusion tin t the Board of Alder- 
uen of Victoria have never heard of 
uilway projectors who abuse thepowers 
which have been placed in their hands, 
uid who found means to evade the con- 
litions of what appeared to be the 
nost carefully drawn up agreements. 
I'hoy have been so ready to place t lie 
iitizons of Victoria in the hands of the 
railway company that their faith in the 
joodness and innocence of human na- 
ture must be unbounded. lint we 
magine that their fellow citizens do not 
regard the precautions which ordinary 
.nortals consider necessary in their deal- 
ings with railroad men to be superfluous. 
The ratepayers, therefore, will not be 
ready to rush into the arms of Mr. De- 
cosmos and his fellow directors and beg 
them to take all the money they want 
without reputing anything nioro of 
them than their platform promises that 
the Victoria, Saanich and New West- 
minster Railway will be honestly built, 
ind when it is eomph ted run with the 
accuracy of a chronometer.

That Britannia still rules the waves 
in a commercial sense is easily suscep- 
tible of proof. Her merchant marine is 
far and away ahead ot that of any other 
nation. This will be seen by the follow- 
ing figures, which are taken from a late 
parliamentary return. The total ton- 
nage of the sailing and steam vessels 
that entered and cleared at over-sea 
ports in the United Kingdom last year 
was 08,510,145 tons, The part ot this 
.shipping which was British was 50,305,- 
-54 tons, while the foreigners of all 
nations owned only 18,128,801 tons. 
That is, (Jreat Britain owned nearly 
three times as much of the shipping that 
traded in her ports lasl year as all the 
rest of the world pin together. Of 
steam vessels the total tonnage ontered 
and cleared over-sea with cargoes only 
was 47,680,089 ton.-, of this 30,172,232 

was British, and 8,507,837 for- 
eign, time the proportion in favor of 
Great Britain is still greater, her steam- 
er tonnage being nearly live times as 
great as that of all other nations com. 
billed. The supremacy of Great Britain 
appears in a still .stronger light when 
a similar comparison Is made with re. 
spect to the louuagoof tho ships that 
outer the ports of the United States, of 
the total tonnage entered and cleared 
over-sea at the ports of the United 
itutcs, the proportion of American ships 
■v, is only 21,8 per cent, leaving Tfi.'J per 
•ent to foreigners. The proportion of 
British ships in the ports of the United 
Kingdom, us wc have seen, was 7,"?. 5, 
leaving 26.5 for foreigners, Foreigners 
in American ports are nearly 4 
to 1, us compared with natives. 
In British ports the natives out- 
uumber the foreigners 3 to 1. 
The proportion of American stenm ves- 
sole entered and cleared over-sen iu Uni- 
ted States ports is only 10.S percent, of 
the whole. British steamers in British 
ports woro 80. 6 percent, of tho whole, Tho 
mercantile marine of Great Britain keeps 
on steadily increasing, wink, t| ]t , ton- 
ing,' of the United States was greater 
forty years ago than it is now. Great 
Britain's trade with her colonies, as 
may be concluded, is chiefly carried on 
with Bril isli vessels. During hmtycar ves- 
sels of the extent of 0,976,340 tons wore 
i iiterud and cleared at porta in the TJui- 
i-d Kingdom in thu t nolo with British 
|i'wsesbtqns, Of this, 8,878,718 tons 
I'.itishand f,0Q7,631 foreign. The 



only) was ropreso'itcd by 7,487,209 tons, 
of which 6,77:t,7S7 woro British, 788,404 
United States and 5'J5,110 other coun- 
tries. We now and again see some 
wiseacre shaking his head when he talks 
of Britain's trade, asserting that it has 
seen its best days, and t hat the Nor- 
wegians and Germans are getting ahead 
other, but these figures tell a very dif- 
ferent story. 

ED ITOM A L COM MENTS. 

Montreal was last week lighted by 
electricity from one end to the other. 
It is illuminated by 747 arc lights 
and 343 incandescent. Two years or 
so ago, when a few of the stroeta wore 
lighted by electricity, it was predicted 
that, tho electric lamps would soon bo 
taken down, and the citizens would be 
glad to go back to gas. If a lamp went 
out, or if there was the least flickering, 
or if an accident of any kind occurred to 
the oleutric lights, a chorus of com- 
plaints was heard from all the moss- 
backs of the city. " Electricity . will 
never do," they declared. " It ia not to 
be depended upon. Give us the gas 
back again." But the contrast be- 
tween the streets illuminated by 
electricity and those dimly lighted 
by gas was too great to permit 
their grumbling and their prophecies to 
make any impression. The superiority 
of electricity, with all its faults, over 
gas were so apparent that one by one 
the growlers were silenced, and the 
dwellers on the uiiillumiliated streets 
became clamorous for electricity. 
Their requests have at last been 
granted, and the largest and i idlest 
city iu the Dominion only now possesses 
one advantage and a luxury which the 
inhabitants of Victoria have been en- 
joying for years.

YOUTHFUL CRIMINALS. 

Hoys With a Criminal Record Still Fur- 
ther Distinguish Tliommdveu. 

.1. J. Daly's store, on Government 
street, was broken into on Sunday night 
by three boys, who the police now liuvo 
in custody. The lads broke in tho back 
door with an axe, having got through 
from Johnson street into the vacant lot 
behind the establishment. They pro- 
ceeded, after effecting mi entrance, to 
demolish everything within reach. Sta- 
tionery to tho value of $,'10 was ruth- 
lessly torn up and destroyed, and toys 
of all descriptions smashed and disfig- 
ured. Several boxes of prize confec- 
tionery were broken and their contents 
trampled on. A largo bundle of musks 
were spitted through with toy swonh 
and a quantity of guns and toy 
taken away. fortunately, the door 
leading from the back part of the estab- 
lishment to the front was securely 
locked, thereby preventing all damage 
to the goods displayed in the windows 
and on the shelves. The total damage 
done amounts to about $70. At about 
1 1 o'clock yesterday morning tho latlj, 
whose ntuncs are Ciagie, \Y bitty, and 
Tussn were captured in George Vienna's 
stables on Broad street, by Sorgt. 
Walker, with some of the stolen goods 
in their possession. They denied any 
knowledge of the robbery, but did not 
attempt to account for the manner in 
which tiie articles came into their pos- 
session. 

Last night Sorgt. Walker discovered 
the balance of the stolen goods on the 
bank of the Arm, opposite t he two rocks 
known as "The .Sisters." As soon as 
Whitty was told that the other articles had 
been obtained by the police he confessed 
he had stolen them iu company with 
Crogio, who, he aHirins, effected tho 
entrance. He says that Tasso, an In- 
dian lad, know nothing of the robbery, 
and the police themselves are inclined 
to believe his statement. Cragie still 
denies everything. 

Both Cragie and Whitty have quite a 
criminal history. Five years ago Cragie 
was arrested on a charge of stealing 
goods from Nicholls .t Renouf's 
hardware store, from George Vienna's 
fruit store, and from a store on Port 
street. On this occasion tho property 
was stored away at the hack of a stair- 
way in a building on Yates street, ami 
was unearthed by Sorgt. Walker, who 
also arrested Cragie on that occasion. 
Tho culprit was committed for trial and 
sent on a sailing vessel to China. He 
was not heard from for some time after 
this, but when he next turned up bu 
was wanted again on a charge of steal- 
ing an opium pine from a Chinaman. 
Ho escaped prison for this by not being 
properly identified. Whitty has also 
boon in several scrapes, but has got oil' 
each time on account of his extreme 
youth. He was sent oil' to the sealing 
station in the schooner Wanderer, and 
returned in her last month. Since his 
ti n ival lie and Cragie have been con- 
stantly together. 



A WHOLESALE DESERTION. 

"They Folded Their Touts Like the ArahH 
and us Silently Stole Away." 

Captain Reimera, of the German 
barque KtiRtede, was iu a state of the 

greatest perplexity yesterday, for 
which, considering the circumstances, 
there is every excuse. It appears that 
on Saturday night when the captain 
paid each of the members of his crew 
H'2 apiece, lie noticed two individuals 
aboard who were paying great attention 
to the men. On Sunday afternoon the 
same two men were aboard again. 
Five of the crew were ashore on leave 
at the time. The captain, suspecting 
nothing, went to bed early, und yester- 
day morning, when lie woke- up, was 
informed by the lirst mate that tho 
crow had all disappeared. On en- 
quiries being made it was discovered 
that seven uiile seamen, ami a hoy, und 
the ship's carpenter hod all deserted or 
been taken away, and that the only 
hands left on the ship were tho captain, 
mates, and cook, with two able seamen. 
Tho whereabouts of the runaway men 
could not he ascertained, and, although, 
ti vigilant search was made all day yes- 
terday, no traces of them have been 
discovered. 

The deserters took the whole of their 
clothes with them, but had little or no 
money. Tho captain thinks that the 
two men lie noticed aboard with the 
crew have had a good deal to do with 
the affair, and is under -the impression 
that they have been hired away by 
promises of gain, not improbably across 
the border. All the deserters joined 
the ship iu Glasgow on the 11th of Feb- 
ruary, ami were brought by the captain 
to that port from Rostick, in North 
Germany, of which town they aro na- 
tives. 



FROM THE TEA COUNTRIES. 

Fnnilne ami Flood— Kxtrsordlnarv Pro- 
uress of Japan- 

San Francisco, Aug. 4. — The steam- 
er City of Poking arrived to-day from 
Hong Kong and Yokohatnu. There is 
much suffering in Lou Chow, China, 
caused by Hie Tate (ire, which destroyed 
three-fifths of the city. It is difficult 
for many poor people to find means to 
sustain life. Fortunatoly, however, 
rice is exceedingly cheap this year. 

Heavy rains foil in certain districts of 
Japan last month. At Amagi and 
neighborhood, on the 10th ult . , 505 
houses were either washed away or 
knocked down, and twenty people 
drowned. At hfita, on tho sanio dato, 
200 houses wore washed away and nino 
people drowned. 

In celebration of the completion of 
1,000 miles of railway in Japan, a 
sumptuous banquet was given on tho 
10th ult.

THE KOOTENA V ('ANAL. 

Formal Opening of the Hirst ('anal in 
British Columbia. 

On Monday, the 29th ult., there was 
opened at Grohman, in Kootenay, iu the 
presence of a considerable gathering, 
the lirst canal and system of locks 111 
the province. The canal connects the 
Kootenay river with the Columbia; it 
is one and one-third miles in length, and 
lias one lock KM) feet in length, ;10 feet 
w ide and 17 feet deep, to overcome the 
difference between the two river levels 
it connects. It was constructed by the 
Kootenay Valleys' Co., of London, 
(Eng.), the contractor carrying out the 
work being the well known ener- 
getic T. K Sinclair, who, despite 

almost Insurmountable obstacles in 
the shape of water and quicksand, com- 
pleted the work in a satisfactory man- 
ner, the canal having been examined 
I taken over by the government en- 
gineer before the water was lot ill, 

'"'he canal is tit present practically 
useless, until the Federal government 
ies out some most essential improve- 
■limits on the Columbia river about ten 
is north of the canal, said improve- 
ments consisting of cleaning the narrou 
hannel of snugs and other obstructions, 
ml also in cutting u tow path for u 
listame of about three miles. When 
these improvements are made, the ob- 
ject of tiie canal will then be attainable, 
milking the two rivers navigable for 
distance of 200 miles or more— or in 
other words, from the C.P.R. at Golden 
to the American boundary. •— Inland
